The  Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1902  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  the  late  Queen  Victoria.  The  School  is 
housed  in  its  own  building  with  a  garden  in  front  and  a  large  open  space 
at  the  back.  The  affairs  of  the  School  are  managed  by  an  influential  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management.  The  Chief  Justice  of  Bombay  has  always  been 
the  Chairman  and  the  Mayor  of  Bombay,  the  Municipal  Commissioner  of 
Bombay  and  the  Collector  of  Bombay,  its  ex-officio  Members. 

The  Institution  provides  education,  shelter,  food,  clothing  and  other 
physical  needs  to  the  children  entirely  free  of  charge.  At  present  there 
are  132  students  in  the  School  of  whom  106  are  boarders  and  26  day 
scholars  including  6  girls. 

The  curriculum  of  the  School  is  similar  to  that  of  normal  schools  of 
the  same  status.  Apart  from  academic  education,  which  is  upto  the  S.S.C. 
standard,  the  School  gives  instruction  in  crafts  and  vocations  like  cane- 
work,  carpentry,  tailoring,  music,  massage  and  physiotherapy  so  that  the 
students  after  finishing  their  course  can  obtain  suitable  employment  to 
earn  their  livelihood.  Over  1,000  students  so  far  have  taken  benefit  of  the 
education  and  training  at  the  School  and  a  large  number  of  them  have 
been  rehabilitated  and  they  are  able  to  support  themselves  and  their 
families. 

The  School  has  been  chosen  as  a  Training  Centre  for  the  Teachers  of 
the  Blind  by  the  Union  Department  of  Social  Welfare  since  1963. 

The  approximate  annual  expenditure  of  the  Institution  is  Rs.  1,46,000/- 
and  it  is  met  partly  from  the  grants  from  the  Government  of  Maharashtra 
and  the  Bombay  Municipal  Corporation.  The  School  has  been  incurring 
for  the  last  few  years  a  deficit  of  more  than  Rs.  44,000/-  per  annum  as  the 
grants  paid  to  the  School  do  not  fully  cover  all  its  expenses  and  the  School 
has  to  depend  upon  donations  from  the  public. 

May  I  request  you  kindly  to  extend  your  generous  support  to  the 
School  which  is  doing  commendable  work  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
blind  boys  and  girls  by  giving  a  donation?  The  Institution  will  be  grateful 
if  you  will  place  its  name  on  your  list  to  receive  an  annual  donation  from 
you.  We  shall  welcome  donations  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

The  Institution  will  be  very  happy  if  you  will  pay  a  visit  to  the  School 
and  acquaint  yourself  with  its  activities.  A  visit  can  be  arranged  with 
prior  intimation  to  the  Principal  of  the  School. 

A  copy  of  our  last  Annual  Report  is  being  sent  herewith  which  will 
give  you  an  adequate  idea  of  what  the  School  is  doing  for  the  ameliora¬ 
tion  of  the  sightless  children.

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THE  VICTORIA  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 


HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

The  Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  was  founded  in  1902  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  the  late  Queen  Empress  Victoria  though  it 
may  be  said  that  in  a  way  its  seeds  were  sown  in  Ahmedabad  by  late  Dr. 
Nilkanthrai  Dayabhai  Chhatrapati,  a  medical  practitioner.  Dr.  Chhatrapati 
lost  his  vision  in  1894  but  bravely  overcame  his  handicap  and  studied  the 
Standard  English  Braille  and  the  system  of  education  for  the  blind  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  In  this  he  was  helped  by  Dr.  John  Robb  (Aberdeen), 
retired  Civil  Surgeon  of  Ahmedabad. 

In  1895,  Dr.  Chhatrapati  started  a  school  for  blind  boys  and  girls  in 
his  family  home.  With  the  help  of  some  eminent  educationists  he  adapted 
the  Standard  English  Braille  to  the  Indian  Vernaculars.  When  the  number 
of  students  increased,  the  small  school  was  shifted  to  the  Gujarat  Verna¬ 
cular  Society  Building. 

By  1901,  Dr.  Chhatrapati’s  School  had  made  enough  progress  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  educational  authorities  of  the  Bombay  State.  Mr.  Giles, 
the  Director  of  Education,  who  intimately  knew  the  School,  asked  the 
Victoria  Memorial  Committee  to  invite  Dr.  Chhatrapati  to  take  charge  of 
the  proposed  school  for  the  blind  in  Bombay.  Dr.  Chhatrapati  had  an 
interview  with  Sir  Lawrence  Jenkins,  the  President  of  the  Committee, 
and  became  the  first  Principal  of  the  Bombay  blind  school.  The  Ahmed¬ 
abad  School  was  closed  down  and  the  boys  transferred  to  Bombay.  The 
girl  students  did  not  have  this  benefit  which  pained  Dr.  Chhatrapati  who 
consoled  himself  in  the  fact  that  he  was  moving  from  his  native  place  to 
Bombay  to  brighten  the  future  prospects  for  the  blind  as  a  whole. 

The  Victoria  Memorial  School  for  the  Blind  was  first  situated  in  a 
small  rented  building  at  Bellasis  Road.  It  was  later  temporarily  shifted 
to  a  building  under  construction  at  Foras  Road.  From  there  it  was  taken 
to  Chinch  Pokli  and  back  to  Bellasis  Road.  Before  the  School  could  per¬ 
manently  be  established  at  its  present  beautiful  site  at  Tardeo,  it  had 
again  to  ramble  to  Sleater  Road  and  Khetwadi  13th  Lane. 

The  School’s  ramblings,  as  far  as  its  location  is  considered,  ended  in 
1914  when  the  Victoria  Memorial  Committee  purchased  the  site  at  Tardeo 
and  put  up  a  magnificent  structure.  But  with  the  cessation  of  a  nomadic 
life  in  its  initial  history  of  about  twelve  years,  its  ramblings  in  the  field  of 
education  and  welfare  work  for  the  blind  began  in  which  it  has  done  much 
pioneering  work.  The  present  Committee  of  Management  has  thrown  open 
the  doors  to  blind  girls  who  are  admitted  as  day  scholars.  In  November 
1964,  provisional  permission  was  granted  to  the  School  to  open  the  S.S.C. 
Class  as  a  special  case  for  the  year  1964-65.  The  School  thus  became  a 
full-fledged  Secondary  Institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  HONORARY  SECRETARIES 

Intrcduction:  While  submitting  the  67th  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
for  the  year  ended  31st  March  1969,  we  regret  to  state  once  again  that  finan¬ 
cial  difficulties  persisted  and  our  School  incurred  further  heavy  deficit  for 
the  year  amounting  to  Rs.  47,115.97  (inclusive  of  loss  of  Rs.  12,153.02  on 
the  sale  of  securities). 

The  efforts  made  by  the  Management  with  the  Government  of  Maha¬ 
rashtra  to  see  that  the  present  per  capita  grant  of  Rs.  30/-  per  month  was 
substantially  enhanced  in  order  that  the  Institution  would  not  have  to  face 
such  financial  predicaments  and  that  the  Management  is  able  to  implement 
several  of  its  plans  for  better  educational  facilities  and  amenities  to  the 
blind  children  have  not  still  brought  any  definite  results.  This  is  causing 
us  a  great  deal  of  concern  because  we  do  not  know  how  long  we  shall  be 
called  upon  to  face  financial  deficits  like  this. 

In  order  to  meet  with  the  routine  expenses  of  the  School,  the  Manage¬ 
ment  has  been  compelled  to  sell  temporarily  from  time  to  time  its  invest¬ 
ments  in  securities  and  government  papers.  It  is  not  yet  known  when  it 
would  be  in  a  position  to  reimburse  these  investments  and  consequently  its 
capital  fund  is  being  gradually  but  steadily  eroded. 

Of  course  every  care  is  being  taken  to  curtail  expenditure  wherever 

possible  and  this  at  times  raises  problems  for  providing  the  required  stan¬ 
dard  of  education,  training  and  physical  well-being  of  the  students.  We  are 
sorry  that  we  could  not  pay  the  last  revised  D.A.  sanctioned  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Maharashtra  to  our  staff  because  of  the  financial  plight  with 
which  we  have  been  burdened  with  from  year  to  year. 

Obituary:  Dr.  Zakir  Husain:  The  Institution  was  deeply  grieved  to 
learn  about  the  sudden  passing  away  of  Dr.  Zakir  Husain,  President  of 
India,  on  3rd.  May  1969.  The  country  has  lost  in  him  a  great  educationist 
and  a  person  of  sterling  qualities  of  head  and  heart.  The  Committee  mourn¬ 
ed  his  death  at  its  meeting  held  on  7th  May  1969. 

Helen  Keller:  The  world  of  the  blind  and  the  handicapped  suffered  a 
grievous  loss  in  the  passing  away  of  Dr.  Miss  Helen  Keller  on  2nd  June 

1969.  Though  deaf  and  blind  from  childhood,  Dr.  Keller  was  the  most 

eloquent  protagonist  for  the  cause  of  the  blind  and  other  physically  handi¬ 
capped  children.  The  School  had  the  privilege  to  receive  a  visit  from  this 
world  famous  lady  in  1952. 

We  record  with  sorrow  the  passing  away  of  two  of  our  past  Members 
viz.  Shri  Varjiwandas  Motilal  Saraiya  who  expired  in  the  middle  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1969  and  Shrimati  Bhadra  Vasant  Desai  who  expired  early  in  March 
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1969.  Shri  Saraiya  was  both  Member  and  Trustee  for  a  number  of  years 
and  took  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  School.  Shrimati 
Desai  died  at  a  very  young  age  and  was  an  outstanding  social  worker. 

Dr.  Capt..  K.  A.  J.  Lalkaka,  Psychiatrist,  attached  in  an  honorary  capa¬ 
city  to  the  Physiotherapy  Centre  of  the  School  for  quite  some  time  met  his 
death  owing  to  a  car  accident  sometime  in  March  1969.  The  Centre  has 
missed  his  services  always  voluntarily  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  physio¬ 
therapy  students. 

School’s  Expenses:  Because  of  the  difficult  water  supplies  for  the  use 
of  the  residential  staff  and  the  students,  the  Management  was  forced  to 
attend  to  the  urgent  repairs  for  bettering  the  water  supply  in  the  interest 
of  sanitation  and  cleanliness.  This  was  an  additional  item  of  expenditure 
which  had  to  be  met  out  of  the  already  meagre  School  funds.  A  few  new 
water  storage  tanks  were  also  installed  in  the  place  of  the  old  corroded 
tanks.  It  cannot  be  said  yet  that  the  water  supply  is  adequate  but  the 
Management  hopes  to  improve  it  further  when  more  funds  are  available. 

New  Building:  We  are  pleased  to  say  that  we  are  considering  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  putting  up  a  three  storey  building  in  the  compound  of  the  School 
for  improving  the  dining  and  kitchen  room  facilities,  providing  better  class 
room  accomodation  for  the  students,  a  community  hall,  a  library,  reading 
and  staff  rooms,  etc.  We  hope  that  the  generous  public,  when  approached, 
will  make  liberal  donations  for  the  implementation  of  this  plan. 

Staff:  The  Institution  was  deeply  concerned  on  hearing  about  a  serious 
accident  in  which  the  Principal  of  the  School,  Shri  K.  N.  K.  Jussawala  and 
his  wife  were  involved  and  which  laid  them  inactive  for  some  two  months. 
We  are  pleased  to  say  that  under  proper  medical  care  the  Principal’s  con¬ 
dition  improved  and  he  is  now  at  his  work  with  full  vigour. 

Levying  of  Fees:  With  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Social  Welfare, 
Poona,  the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  School  decided  to  levy  fees 
from  the  students  whose  parents  can  afford  to  pay  them  with  effect  from 
June  1969  so  that  some  more  funds  can  be  provided.  The  fees  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  rates  prescribed  by  the  Government  and  in  the  cases 
of  economically  backward  class  and  backward  class  students,  applications 
in  prescribed  forms  will  be  made  to  the  Educational  Inspector  and  to  the 
Divisional  Social  Welfare  Officer  for  reimbursement  of  their  fees  to  the 
School  and  thus  no  burden  will  fall  on  these  students.

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PRINCIPAL  S  REPORT 


School’s  Difficulties:  The  School  has  passed  through  another  year  of 
financial  difficulties  which  have  been  causing  great  concern  to  the  Manage¬ 
ment.  This  naturally  tends  to  retard  its  progress  in  many  directions  and 
even  the  routine  work  has  to  be  done  under  great  stress.  The  Institution 
can  only  hope  that  the  grants  at  present  given  to  the  special  institutions  by 
the  Government  of  Maharashtra  are  increased  adequately  to  enable  them 
to  undertake  new  programmes  for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 

Efforts  were  made  to  secure  increased  donations  from  the  philanthro¬ 
pic  public  with  some  success  though  the  financial  picture  has  not  materially 
changed. 

School’s  Performance:  In  spite  of  these  difficulties  it  could  be  said 
that  the  School  registered  a  steady  progress  in  its  various  activities.  The 
S.S.C.  results  for  this  year  were  once  again  cent  percent  and  most  of  the 
students  obtained  either  1st  or  Ilnd  grade.  Our  congratulations  go  out  to 
them  and  particularly  to  Shyam  Sainekar  who  topped  the  list  among  the 
blind  students  who  appeared  for  this  examination  from  the  Maharashtra 
State.  He  was  awarded  the  Nagarkar  Scholarship  for  this. 

The  P.S.C.  Examination  results  were  equally  satisfactory  and  out  of 
the  8  candidates  sent  for  this  examination  only  1  was  declared  unsuccessful. 

Hindi  Examinations:  The  School  was  once  again  selected  as  a  Centre 
for  Hindi  Examinations  conducted  in  September  1988  and  February  1969. 
A  good  number  of  students  from  the  School  appeared  for  the  various  exa¬ 
minations  and  were  declared  successful.  Some  of  them  obtained  upper 
grades  in  the  examinations.  The  credit  for  conducting  courses  and  making 
arrangements  for  the  examinations  goes  to  our  teacher,  Shrimati  Asha  K. 
Joshi.

India  Culture  League:  Quite  a  few  students  from  the  School  who  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  Open  Music  Competitions  organised  by  the  India  Culture 
League  in  January  1969  carried  away  a  few  prizes.  These  competitions 
were  revived  by  the  League  after  a  lapse  of  some  years. 

Braille  Reading  Competition:  The  Eleventh  Maharashtra-Gujarat 
Braille  Reading  Competition  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Blind 
Men’s  Association  on  25th  and  26th  January  1969.  The  eliminations  were 
as  usual  held  at  the  School  Premises.  The  students  of  our  School  secured 
in  all  7  prizes  of  which  2  were  first.  The  School  carried  away  the  Runners- 
Up  Cup  in  the  Competition. 

Sports:  On  the  occasion  of  the  10th  World  Day  of  the  Disabled,  a 
Sports  Meet  was  organised  for  the  first  time  for  the  disabled  from  the 
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Maharashtra  and  Gujarat  States  at  the  Brabourne  Stadium  on  22nd  March 
1969.  The  Sports  Committee  worked  under  the  able  Chairmanship  of  Shri 
Vijay  M.  Merchant.  General  P.  P.  Kumaramangalam,  Chief  of  the  Army 
Staff,  inaugurated  the  Sports. 

It  was  also  for  the  first  time  that  the  Swimming  Competitions  were  held 
for  the  disabled  on  19th  March  1969  at  the  Mahatma  Gandhi  Swimming 
Pool,  Bombay.  In  both  these  Competition  our  students  carried  away  the 
largest  number  of  prizes.  In  the  Swimming  Competitions  both  the  1st  and 
the  2nd  prizes  were  captured  by  our  students. 

Camp:  For  the  first  time  a  group  of  students  from  our  School  had  an 
opportunity  to  do  camping  for  two  days  in  the  beginning  of  February  1969 
at  Erangal  Village  near  the  Mudh  Island.  This  Camp,  was  organised  by 
the  Kandivli  P.  E.  Institute.  The  students  from  the  School  joined  the 
Camp  as  a  result  of  the  initiative  taken  by  Mr.  John  N.  Newton,  Secretary, 
Youths  Centre,  Y.M.C.A.  and  the  National  Association  of  the  Instructors  of 
the  Blind  bore  all  the  expenses  for  the  two  days’  Camp.  The  children  enjoyed 
very  much  the  open  life  in  the  tents,  mixed  with  the  sighted  campers,  had 
a  lot  of  swimming  in  the  sea,  played  plenty  of  games  and  learnt  some  new 
ones  and  actively  participated  in  the  Camp’s  entertainment  programmes. 

The  students  had  once  again  a  similar  opportunity  when  they  were  in¬ 
vited  to  the  Y.M.C.A.  Inter-Branch  Social  on  28th  February  1969  at  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Y.M.C.A.  and  once  again  joined  with  the  sighted  in  providing  recrea¬ 
tional  programme  on  the  occasion. 

Lions  Club:  The  White  Cane  Project  Committee  of  the  Lions  Club  of 
Bombay  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Lion  Morarjee  Vaidya  provided  a  num¬ 
ber  of  entertainments  and  other  programmes  for  the  benefit  of  the  children. 
A  picnic  was  arranged  at  Juhu  on  29th  March  1969  and  the  annual  Fare¬ 
well  Party  was  held  on  12th  April  1969  in  the  School  compound  when  seve¬ 
ral  Lion  Members  with  Lionaides  were  present  and  freely  mixed  with  the 
children  of  the  School.  The  School  is  grateful  for  this  to  the  Lions  Club  of 
Bombay. 

Students’  Day:  The  Students’  Day  was  organised  at  the  end  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1969.  Gangaram  L.  Ushire  acted  as  the  Principal  while  Jogaram 
Mali  as  the  Vice-Principal  of  the  School.  The  classes  were  managed  through¬ 
out  the  day  by  the  senior  blind  students.  The  thoroughness  with  which  the 
students  acquitted  themselves  in  the  respective  duties  received  all-round 
appreciation  from  the  members  of  the  staff. 

Practically  all  the  important  Jayantis  were  suitably  observed  and  the 
students  gave  variety  programmes  on  the  occasion. 

Swimming:  We  were  fortunate  in  having  once  again  the  generous  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Management  of  the  Pransukhlal  Mafatlal  Hindu  Swimming 
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Bath  and  Boat  Club  for  permitting  groups  of  our  children  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  swimming  facilities.  Even  free  training  in  swimming  was  pro¬ 
vided.  The  Institution  is  extremely  grateful  to  them  for  this. 

The  Junior  Red  Cross  Society:  The  Junior  Red  Cross  Society  held  its 
annual  Entertainment  Programme  in  November  1968  in  which  our  students 
provided  an  item  of  Lezim  Drill  which  was  highly  appreciated. 

Stafi:  Shri  Vispy  J.  Mirza,  B.A.,  was  deputed  for  advanced  training  in 
the  education  of  the  blind  at  the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  U.S.A.  He 
returned  after  successful  completion  of  the  course  and  re-joined  the  School 
from  about  the  middle  of  June  1968.  The  training  and  experience  gained 
by  him  abroad  will  be  of  use  to  the  School.  Shri  Mirza  has  started  teaching 
the  use  of  Abacus  not  only  to  groups  of  students  but  also  to  the  teachers 
who  come  for  training  at  the  Training  Institute  for  the  Teachers  of  the 
Blind. 

The  following  new  teachers  were  appointed  from  the  beginning  of 
July  1968,  viz.,  Shrimati  Asha  K.  Joshi,  Inter  Arts,  S.T.C.,  H.S.S.,  Shrimati 
Rajni  Negandhi,  1st  Year  Arts,  S.T.C.,  Kumari  Pramila  Bhat,  B.A.  and 
Kumari  N.  K.  Dindorkar,  Matric,  S.T.C. 

Visitors:  The  School’s  popularity  as  a  pioneering  educational  institution 
is  growing  and  there  was  a  constant  stream  of  visitors  throughout  the  year. 
Various  educational  institutions  and  social  welfare  organisations  paid  a  visit 
to  the  School  to  see  its  activities.  Among  the  distinguished  visitors  were  Mr. 
S.  M.  Maiwand,  Assistant,  Programme/Supply  Officer,  Education/Social 
Services  Section,  Unicef,  New  Delhi,  Dr.  M.  Thangawelu,  Principal,  Medi¬ 
cal  College,  Trivendrum,  Mrs.  Sachiko  Itoh  and  Mrs.  Emiko  Cato,  Presi¬ 
dent  and  first  Vice-President  respectively  of  Girls’  Scouts  of  Japan,  and 
Mrs.  Toohito  Tanaka,  representing  Girls’  Scouts  from  Yokosuku,  Japan, 
and  Miss  Fatemeh  Fakhar,  Director,  Technical  Institute  and  Mr.  A.  Minar. 
Executive  Director,  Reza  Pahalavi,  School  for  the  Blind,  Teheran.  We  had 
also  visitors  from  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  of  the  Balkan-ji-Bari,  Teacher 
Trainees  from  the  St.  Mary’s  Teacher  Training  College,  Poona,  and  the  Tata 
Institute  of  Social  Science,  Bombay.  All  the  visitors  evinced  a  keen  interest 
in  the  work  the  School  is  doing  and  showed  their  great  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  made  to  educate  and  rehabilitate  the  children. 

Mr.  William  T.  Heisler:  The  Director  of  the  Training  Institute  of  the 
Perkins  School  for  the  Blind,  Mr.  William  T.  Heisler,  was  in  Bombay  during 
April  1968  and  took  the  opportunity  of  giving  a  talk  at  the  School  for  the 
benefit  of  the  teachers  on  “Dealing  with  the  problem  child-gifted,  backward 
and  maladjusted.”  The  talk  proved  very  valuable  as  it  provided  useful  in¬ 
formation  to  the  teachers  about  dealing  with  such  children. 
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Entertainment:  Every  year  the  students  of  the  Sophia  College  invite 
before  Christmas  a  party  of  our  children  to  give  them  entertainment.  This 
year  also  they  were  good  enough  to  extend  this  invitation  to  our  children  and 
gave  them  enjoyable  time. 

The  Social  Group  of  Queen  Mary’s  High  School  continued  to  provide  a 
variety  of  recreational  and  educational  activities  to  the  children  on  every 
Saturday  afternoon.  We  are  grateful  to  Kumari  R.  Vania  for  this. 

C.  S.  W.  B.:  The  Central  Social  Welfare  Board  provides  an  annual  grant 
to  the  School  under  the  Third  Five  Year  Plan  period  for  approved  items  of 
expenditure.  This  grant  helps  the  School  to  incur  expenses  on  items  which 
it  otherwise  would  not  be  able  to.  Similarly  the  British  Women’s  Association 
also  sanctions  a  grant  of  Rs.  1,000/-  annually  and  for  the  year  under  Report 
this  grant  was  earmarked  for  Braille  Transcription  work.  We  had  visitors  on 
behalf  of  both  the  Central  Social  Welfare  Board  and  the  British  Women’s 
Association  who  expressed  satisfaction  at  the  progress  of  the  School. 

T.  I.  T.  B.:  The  three  Centres  for  the  Training  of  the  Teachers  of  the 
Blind  at  Bombay,  Delhi  and  Calcutta  now  function  under  a  duly  appointed 
Board  of  Examiners  for  uniformity  in  syllabus  and  conduct  of  examinations. 
The  School  is  fortunate  in  having  the  benefit  of  experience  of  Shrimati 
Rehmut  S.  Fazalbhoy  and  Kumari  Meher  R,  Aria  who  are  qualified  educa¬ 
tionists  of  the  blind. 

In  January  1969,  the  teacher  trainees  from  Delhi  visited  Bombay  to  see 
the  working  of  the  institutions  here.  They  were  provided  boarding-lodging 
accomodation  at  our  School.  The  teacher-trainees  from  our  Centre  also  made 
a  visit  outside  Bombay  to  observe  first  hand  the  working  of  the  institutions 
for  the  blind  at  Ahmedabad,  Delhi,  Dehra  Dun,  etc. 

As  a  result  of  the  efforts  made  by  Shrimati  Swaran  Ahuja,  Lecturer  at 
the  Institute,  the  School  received  a  gift  of  Braille  appliances  from  the  Royal 
National  Society  for  the  Blind,  London,  and  the  Perkins  School  for  the  Blind, 
U.S.A. 

School  Orchestra:  Our  School’s  popular  orchestra  was  invited  at  a  num¬ 
ber  of  wedding  functions  and  receptions  and  on  27th  January  1969,  it  had  the 
privilege  to  play  on  the  occasion  of  a  dinner  party  given  in  honour  of  Mrs. 
Martin  Luther  King  by  the  Salvation  Army. 

Students’  Health:  The  Institution  tries  its  utmost  to  see  that  the  students 
receive  due  attention  for  maintaining  normal  health.  Vaccination  of  the 
children  was  done  during  the  year.  All  the  students  were  sent  for  eye 
examination  at  the  G.  T.  Hospital  as  a  result  of  which,  in  several  cases,  eye 
glasses  were  provided  for  improving  their  vision  and  in  other  cases,  minor 
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operations  were  performed  for  the  same  purpose.  A  couple  of  students  under¬ 
went  slightly  major  operations  as  a  result  of  which  there  was  a  definite  im¬ 
provement  in  their  vision. 

Out  of  the  grant  provided  by  the  Central  Social  Welfare  Board  and  the 
donation  received  from  the  Red  Cross  Society,  the  Institution  was  able  to 
provide  tonics  and  protamins  multipurpose  food.  This  was  responsible  for 
improving  markedly  the  health  of  the  inmates. 

F.  R.  C.:  The  efforts  made  by  the  Finance  Raising  Committee  of  the 
National  Association  for  the  Blind  to  raise  funds  for  distribution  among  the 
local  institutions  for  the  blind  and  for  their  own  activities  proved  success¬ 
ful  and  the  Institution  got  financial  help  of  Rs.  13,000/-  from  the  Association 
during  the  year. 

School  Inspection:  Shri  M.  G.  Pathak  made  an  inspection  of  the  School 
from  the  Directorate  of  Social  Welfare,  Poona,  in  March  1969,  as  a  result  of 
which  the  question  of  fixing  age-limits  for  primary  and  high  school  children 
for  boarders  and  day  scholars  arose.  It  is  now  decided  that  for  high  school 
purposes,  the  case  of  children  above  21  years  as  boarders  would  be  consider¬ 
ed  on  merit.  Actually  the  School  has  been  doing  this  since  the  time  it 
provided  education  to  the  children  upto  the  S.S.C.  stage. 

It  is  however  unfortunate  that  the  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  Poona, 
will  henceforth  not  consider  the  Physiotherapy  Centre  of  the  School  eligible 
to  receive  the  grant.  This  School  was  the  first  to  provide  training  in  mass¬ 
age  and  physiotherapy  to  suitable  blind  children  many  of  whom  are  to-day 
happily  settled  in  life  by  having  been  employed  in  Civil  and  private  Hospi¬ 
tals  or  by  making  this  as  useful  vocation  in  life. 

For  the  year  ending  the  31st  March  1969,  the  School  received  a  total 
grant  of  Rs.  38,340/-  from  the  Government  of  Maharashtra.  This  is  quite 
inadequate  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  School  and  the  question  of 
revising  the  present  grant  is  under  the  active  consideration  of  Government. 

Conclusion:  The  School  authorities  have  always  received  valuable 

guidance  for  the  progress  of  the  School  from  the  Hon’ble  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Management,  Shri  M.  D.  Bhat  and  Shri  Vijay  M. 
Merchant,  Vice-Chairmen,  and  Shri  P.  V.  Rele  &  Shri  J.  R.  Mehta,  Joint 
Honorary  Secretaries  of  the  School. 

We  have  also  a  good  number  of  honorary  workers  who  so  devotedly 
strive  for  preparing  the  students  for  the  different  examinations.  We  are 
grateful  to  them  for  their  kind  co-operation.  Our  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  ready  co-operation  given  to  us  by  the  members  of  the  staff  in  the  work 
of  the  School.
